Marke, theſe are the 
woꝛds wattten in the page 146. of that Beke. For this Society; not 
yet borne in their Author Ignatius, was fir ſt alowed of in Spaine, & 
after that it was borne, was mightily reliſted in Italye and France. 
Mozeduer they are not bound ſo fkrilytoany thing, as topzap 
day and night fo2 the pꝛoſperity of the warres, and fo the victozies 
and triumphs of the King of Spaine. Behold the woꝛds of the page 
169. Wearebound day and night toappeace and wearie God with 
our prayers, to protect and defend Philip the Catholique King in al 
- fGafety and happineſſe, who ofhisauncient and exceeding pietie, ſin- 

* guler wiſedome, and wonderful watchfulnes,of the mightieftpower 
ofal Princes thateuer were, ſetteth himſelfe as a Walle for the houſe 
of God, and defendeth che Chatholique faith, A matter which hee 
dorh not onely with his inuincible power, but with thoſe ſcout- 
watches of the holy Fathers, which hauerhe rule and gouernment of 
the Senate of the Catholike faith.

So farre ot is it, that the Clergie of France hath euer bin ſpot⸗ 
ted with the like, that on the contrary ſide whenſdeuer the Popes 
combined tkemſelues without cauſe with the Enemies of this 
Crown, and would haue imploied the authoꝛity and power which 
they haue from Godtoedify withal, would haue imploied it, J lap, 
to the diſtruction of the molt floziſhing ſtate of Chaiſtendome, and 
whom they may thanke fo2 their tempoꝛalties, they haue faund 
great and holy Parſonages, who with a common conſent of .

Sofhongh the Pꝛimates, Archbilhops + Biſhops haue the pꝛin - 
cipal charge of religion in France, yet notwithſtanding beloꝛe and 
aboue all thinges, they muſt giue their othe of fidelitie to the 
Ning, ſo farre are ther krom haning a contrarie vowe to obey the 
Pope abſolutely. 

Holy Lewes (ot t himtelte ſtoutly x with great charpenes againſt 
the builes of Rome, as map be ſcene by his placarde, the Popes of 
Rome had wzonght a god reuenge, it they could haue roted out 
all the race of that god e valozous Ring.

And ihecauſe the wozld may not thinke, 
that this ſaying may be ſalued y the diſtincion of Spirituall and 
Tempoꝛall, behold how namelp and expꝛelly he declared himſelfe 
to be head, ſuper iour, and abſolute maiſter both in pirituall and 
Tempoꝛall thinges, ouer all Binges and P2inces of the earth, 
maintepning that he hath power to iudge and depoſe them: So 
then both the ſwords, that is to ſay, both the Spiritual & the Mate- 
rial are in the power of the Church: but the one is to be vſed for the. 
Church, the other by the Church: the one by the hands of the ptieſt, 
the other by the hand of Kings and Souldiers, but yet at the becke 
and ſufferance of the Prieft , and the one ſworde muſt be vnder the 
other:& the Temporal authoritie be ſubic& to the Spiritual power: 
for as the truth witneſſeth, The Spiritual power may inſtitute and 
iudge the carthly power, if it be not good. So is the propheſie of 
Hieremie verified vpon the Church and Church power: Zehold 7 
haue appointed or plaged thee this day auer Nations and Ring dames, &c. u 
followeththere . Thereloꝛe, incaſe the earthly power fray *

Pope Benedict the 13. would nerds follow Boriface, but his bull 
containing a diffamatozte libell againft the authozitie of king

Lewes therz.furnamed Father ot the people, was as much ha ⸗

Iulius ſtirred vp the SpAniards, Almatnes, Suilers, and Englich⸗

:.celltobe aſembled at Towers; where it was decrerd andenacted, 
that marre ſhould he made upon him, which was alſo tonũrmed 


in an other Councel holden at Piſa. Whereupon the Pope toke 


vpon him toexcommunicatetheKing and the kingdome, OS 
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them abſolution fram all their ſirmesthat'could kilt a French 
man.

And euen as Charles the great after that he had delinered Italie fro 
the Lombards, Germanie from the Hungarians, had made two 
iourneies into Spaine, and oftentimes ſubdued the Saxons ;ercced 
the Uniuer ſitie of Paris, which hath bin fo2 eight hundꝛed peares 
ſpace the moſt floziſhmg in the woꝛld, in all arts and ſcientes, and 
hath bin a refuge to learning baniched out of Aſia, deeaied in 
Greece, Egypt, and A frike: So Henrie the great, haning chaſedout 
the Spaniards by the fozceof his armes, and baniſhed the Teſuites 
bp pour deere, ſhall ſet vp our Mniuerſitie in her auncientb2ight- 
nes, and in her foꝛmer glozie, and his name and pꝛaiſe ſhall ſoz e⸗ 
uer be ſounded foꝛth vpon our Theaters: His triumphes his vic⸗ 
toꝛies, and his high exploits o armes, ſhalbe foz euer the ſubiect of 
our verſes and o our Panegyriques.

* Conſider if it pleaſe you, my Loꝛdes, ho farre you are come, 
you haue pꝛondunced the Duke of May enne- giltie of treaſon, and 
the tv2ant' of Spaine, and his mainteiners which ioine armes with 
him, common cneaues to Cheiſtendume.

The Spa- 
ward can not make vs ſlaues, but by marching thꝛough your 
bloud: the Ieſuites his creatures, wil neuer beat reſt >

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vntill they haue ſhed it. Mitherunto the care of pour faithful ſer- 
uants hath ſtopped the courſe of their parricides. But, Sire, if they 
be let alone amongeſt vs, they may alwaies ſend von murderers, 
which theſe fellowes ſhall conkeſle and houſell as they did Barri- 
ere, and we, Sire, cannot watch alwaies It cannot be, but they 
that ſhot lo long at one marke, wil hit it at the length: their blou⸗ 
die mindes, all to be ſmeared pet with the bloud ofthe deathof 
the late murdered King, whoſe murdering was plotted and reſol- 
ued vpon in their Colledge , and their thirſting after the atchi- 
uing of their attempt vpon pour life, giueth them no reſt neither 
dayno2 night: but they goe alwaiesmuſing, al waies turning, al⸗ 
waies trauailing to come to this laſt point, which is the full cup 
sf their deſires, and of the deſires of all the Ieſuites. Sire, the 
conſiderations which they that haue no appꝛehenſton of fœling of 
your death, repꝛeſent vnto pou on the contrarie ſide, are ſo many 
euident andmanifelt treaſons. When you haue allured pour own 
life, when pou haue aſſured the ſtate of ſo many great t mighty 


Cities by baniſhing the publike counſaile which pour enemies 


haue yet within them, by meanes of the Ieſuites , then ſhall 
pou bee feared on the other fide the Fountaines : And then, 
Sire , ſhall you haue that Yonour and reſpec done to you, 
that is due to the greateſt ing in all Europe: to the Ringe 
that hath vppon his head the Crowne of gloꝛie and libertie to 
be the greateſt Ring ol all Chꝛiſtian people. But as long as ſome 
haue hope to diſpatch pou and all true Frenchmen. thzough the 
p2actiſes,fleights,x confeſſions of the leſuites, you ſhall haue thoſe 
indignities done to pou; that neuer any Ring of France did pet en- 
dure. Sire, vou are the eldeſt ſonne of the nobleſt, ol the woꝛthi ett, 
the auncienteſt houſe that is vpon the face ot all the earth, all the 
courſe of pour life is nothing but pillers of victoꝛie, but triumphs, 
but bay trees, but victozies which you haue gotten of all them that 
durſt lift vp an hand againſt you : All pꝛophecies call vou to the 
ſeigniozie ot the woꝛld, and now what are theſe people, who are 
theſe traitoꝛs, who are theſe baſtards of France, that goe abaut to 
put into vour head fears to offed a — the end vou Oy 
ii. retein 
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retein theſe murderers, that ceaſe not to pꝛadiſe againſt pour life. 
Sire, the Ringes of Fraunce haue bin accuſtomed to giue lawes to 
others, and not to take any. The great God of battailes, that hath 
led you by the hand hitherunto, pꝛeſerue you to farre greater 
thinges then theſe are: But Sire, diſpiſe not the god aduertiſe⸗ 
ments which he giueth vou, and baniſh with theſe murdering Ie 
ſuites, all thoſe, that building their foꝛtune vppon your Tombe, 
will labo2 by all the meanes they can tokepe them ſtill within 
pour Kingdome, . 

J conclude, that it would pleaſe the Court, to cauſe the re- 
queſt of the Uniuerſitie to be recoꝛded, and to Decree that all the 
Ieſuites of France veide and departe the realme, territozies, and 
Countries vnder the obedience of his Maieſtie within fiftcene 
dayes after notice giuen, which ſhalbe done in euery one of their 
Colledges oꝛ houſes by ſpeach to one of them foꝛ all the reſt. D- 
ther wiſe, and in default of ſo doing, and in caſe any of them be 
found in France after the laid time, that foꝛth with, and without 
any foꝛmalitie of pꝛoteſſe, they ſhalbe condemned as guiltie of 
CTreaſon to the higheſt head, and hauing enterpꝛiſed againſt the 
life of the Ring. And call fo; the charges. |

1 ties, Procters of the Nations; Aydets and Scholers of the 
4 Vniuerſitie of Paris, ſaying, that whereas they haue of 
long time complayned to tlus honourable Court of a great 
diſorder fallen our in the ſaide Vniuerſitie by a certaine new ſecte, 
ſprong vp as well in Spaine , as in other places tliexeabour, taking vp- 
on them an ambrious title, of the Societie of the name of Ieſus, and 
haue from time to time, and namely ſince theſe laſt troubles ſhewed 
themſelues partaleers with the Spahiſh faction, and their inſtru- 
ments, to the vtter vndoing and deſolation of this ſtate, as well inthis 
tone of Paris, as elſewhere throughoutithe realme of France and 
other Countries, a matter fotſecne euen from the beginumg of their 
aduauncement by your ſaid Supphants, and namely by the Decrec of 
the facultie of Dimnitie which was at that time made againſt them; 
purportitg that thisnew ſecte was foiſted in, to breake all order as 
well politike as Eccleſiaſticall, and ſpecially the order of the Vni- 
uerſitie, as appeared by their refuſing to obey the Chancelor, Arch- 
Liſhops.Bilho and Curates, and other ſuperiours of the Church. 
And whereas the Impes of the ſaid pretended ſociety of Ieſus, abcut 
thirtie yeeres agoe, not hauing as yet then ſpued out their poyſon in 
all the other townes of France, but onely in this towne , preſented a 
ſupplication to be incorporate into tlie ſaid Vniuerſitie; and that 
beyng conſidered vpon was referred to Counſalle, and order fer 
downe that in the meane ſeaſon, all things ſhould ſtande in that ſtate 
they were,which was in effect, that the lefuites ſhould not meddie 
in any thing to the preiudice of that order, which notwithſtanding 
they obeyed not. but that more is, beſide their pern ĩcious purpoſes, 
antruding themſelues and medling with matters of State, ſerued as 
inſtruments and ſpials in this France, for the aduancement of the af- 
faues of Spaine, as it is well knowen to all the worlde, and their 5

queſt as aforeſaid referred to Counſaile, was not — purſued, 
nor the pleas taken out on either ſide, wherby it came diſcontinued, 
In — wherof may it pleaſe 2 good LL. to ordeine that 
this ſet may be baniſhed, not onely out of the Vniuerſitie, but 
alſo out of the whole realme of France, calling to your aſſi- 
ſtance in this behalfe the Kings Atturney generall, and 
ſo ſhal you do well.
